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Tobacco makes a comeback 


Price, demand strong for this year’s crop 


The outlook for tobac¬ 
co farmers looked bleak 
five years ago with prices 
and demand plummet¬ 
ing. Times have changed, 
however, and this year 
hurley tobacco farmers 
in Kentucky and Tennes¬ 
see are reaping their best 
payday since 2004, when 
the federal government 


stopped regulating the 
market. 

That’s one reason 
Golden Leaf Tobacco 
Company Inc., a Virginia 
company, opened a “re¬ 
ceiving station” in War¬ 
saw this fall where farm¬ 


ers can take their hurley to 
be sold. 

“Things have really 
turned around this year,” 
said Brandon Kemper, 
who along with his father, 
Bobby Kemper, oversees 
operations at the receiv¬ 


ing station located at the 
former American Racing 
Wheel factory on Main 
St. “Farmers no longer 
are limited to signing 
contracts for their hurley. 
It’s more of an open mar¬ 
ket and people are able to 


make good money grow¬ 
ing hurley again.” 

Kemper says the turn 
around is a result of higher 
demand, dwindling sup¬ 
plies and the high quality 
of tobacco that’s grown in 
Gallatin and other Ken¬ 
tucky counties. 

This year, Kentucky to¬ 
bacco farmers have been 
rewarded with hurley 
prices near $2 per pound 
so far this marketing sea¬ 
son. That nearly matches 
the prices hurley fetched 
in 2004, the last year 
growers sold their crop 
under federal production 
and price controls dating 
back to the Depression 
era. 

“We’re bouncing 
back,” said Tim Grip- 
shover a farmer who 
brought in two large trail¬ 
ers of hurley to the Gold¬ 
en Leaf Tobacco receiv¬ 
ing station on Monday. 
“My father and I grew 
140 acres this year. Even 
though we had some dry 
weather in the middle of 
summer, the crop looks 
good and the price we’re 
getting does too. It’s a 
good feeling to be grow¬ 
ing something people 
want again.” 

Prices for last year’s 
hurley crop averaged 
$1.75 per pound, the peak 
price since the free-mar- 
ket era started in 2005. 
The 2010 crop was hurt 
by drought and averaged 


$1.45 per pound, the low¬ 
est average of the period. 

The price outlook for 
this year’s crop improved 
in recent weeks because 
of competition from inde¬ 
pendent leaf dealers and 
tobacco cooperatives vy¬ 
ing for limited supplies. 
University of Kentucky 
tobacco specialist Bob 
Pearce rates this year’s 
crop as one of the best in 
a decade. Yields will be 
close to average due to 
the early drought, he said, 
but quality is high thanks 
to ideal curing conditions 
in late summer and fall. 

Kentucky is the na¬ 
tion’s top producers of 
hurley, which is the type 
of tobacco used to make 
cigarettes. 

Many farmers contract 
with a company such as 
Phillip Morris before the 
season to grow a certain 
amount of hurley for a 
certain price. This year, 
however, farmers grow¬ 
ing tobacco without con¬ 
tracts - speculating some¬ 
one will buy their leaf 
on the open market - are 
finding buyers and raking 
in higher prices because 
of the strong demand. 

Many farmers who 
once grew tobacco have 
changed in recent years to 
producing crops such as 
corn and soybeans due to 
falling prices. 

Because of the success 
of this year’s crop, some 
of those farmers may be 
tempted to return to grow¬ 
ing hurley next year.

The Stephensons, both 
74, were brutally mur¬ 
dered in their Florence 
condominium on May 29, 
2011. Although they lived

couple had many relatives 
and close friends who 
lived in Gallatin County. 

The family initially 
offered a $5,000 reward. 
Their children, Doug Ste¬ 
phenson, Tom Stephenson 
and Beth Victor, increased 
it to $100,000 in Septem¬ 
ber after Boone County 
sheriff’s officials con¬ 
firmed they have the DNA 
of the person who killed 


her collarbone when the 
bus crashed. 

Nine children and two 
adults were aboard the 
Carroll County school bus 
when it left the road, hit a 
tree and flipped over. 

The lawsuit is against 
bus driver Laura Reed, 
school Superintendent 
Lisa James and the Car- 
roll County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation. Superintendent 
James said there would be 
no comment on the case. 

The suit seeks unspeci¬ 
fied damages.

The killer’s DNA pro¬ 
file has been entered into 
the FBI’s database but no 
match has yet been found. 
It also has been compared 
to several “persons of in¬ 
terest” in the case without 
a match. 

One of those “persons 
of interest” is Charles 
“Steve” Stephenson, Bill 
and Peggy Stephenson’s 
nephew. He’s awaiting 
trial in Indiana for beat¬ 
ing his girlfriend, Leigh 
Jennnings, to death with a 
frying pan in her home. He 
pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. He also has been

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The stories behind our 
favorite Christmas songs 

We sing them every year at this time and now 
an entirely new generation is singing them too. 
There’s an inside story behind each of our fa¬ 
vorite Christmas carols. Here’s the scoop on 
our Holiday Hit Parade. 

•Silent Night — The granddaddy of great 
Christmas songs and a calming influence dur¬ 
ing the hectic holidays. 

Originally known as “Stifle Nacht”, it was 
written by Austrian priest Joseph Mohr and 
Franz Gruber. The two men sang the song at a 
Christmas mass in 1818 accompanied by gui¬ 
tar. The tune quickly spread across Europe. 

•Jingle Bells — The best known of Christ¬ 
mas tunes, though it was originally written for a 
Thanksgiving church service. The song proved 
so popular and cheerful it was performed again 
at Christmas and for decades thereafter. 

It was copyrighted in 1857 by James Pier- 
pont (uncle of legendary financier J. P. Mor¬ 
gan). 

•White Christmas — Composed by Irving 
Berlin, who was Jewish, it was sung by Bing 
Crosby in the 1942 film. Holiday Inn. The 
song became so popular Crosby sang it again 
in a 1954 remake of the film, renamed White 
Christmas, co-starring Kentucky’s own Rose¬ 
mary Clooney. 

This is the most recorded holiday song ever 
with more than 500 versions. 

•Rudolph the Red-Nosed Reindeer — 
Gene Autry didn’t want to record this song 
because he thought it didn’t fit his “cowboy” 
image. His wife insisted and the 1949 tune be¬ 
came the biggest hit of his career. It spawned 
the popular cartoon which has charmed chil¬ 
dren for years.

Stivers and Beshearface tough challenges 


Senate majority leader Robert 
Stivers of Manchester sponsored a 
bill to require a prescription for pseu- 
doephedrine above a certain limit, 
but settled for a law that allows a per¬ 
son to buy about 240 pills a month 
without a prescription, double the 
limit he favored. 

Stivers is still passionate about 
the issue, but said he was willing to 
give the law time to work before hy¬ 
ing to tighten it. That’s a fairly typical 
stance, but there will be other issues 
on his plate in the next two legislative 
sessions if he is Senate president. 

Fran kf ort watchers are wondering 
what kind of changes will come with 
Stivers replacing Wi lli ams, who be¬ 
deviled governors of both parties for 
nearly 13 years and was dubbed by 
Sen. Mitch McConnell as the most 
consequential Republican ever to 
serve in Frankfort. 

Stivers and Gov. Beshear face 
tough issues: the state’s massive un¬ 
funded pension liability, the need to 
modernize state and local tax struc¬ 
ture, how to expand gambling, and 
the possible expansion of Medicaid 
to people earning up to 138 percent 
of the federal poverty level. 

Last week’s recommendation by 
a task force to put huge new sums 
into the pension fund will increase 
pressure to get more money from a 
revised tax system, expanded gam¬ 
bling or both. 

“Gaming’s always on the agen¬ 
da,” Beshear said after Monday’s 
press conference, “because I think 
it’s so important for the future of the 
Commonwealth.” 

But the prospect for approving 
anything like the plan he ran on in 
2007 has dimmed. This month’s 
elections made the Senate and House 
more Republican and socially con¬ 
servative, and Stivers joined Wil¬ 
liams’s opposition to casinos. But 
with the legislature’s anti-tax senti¬ 
ment, gambling is the best shot for 
meaningful new revenue. 


The first order of business is to see 
whether the state is saving as much as 
it expected by putting Medicaid under 
managed care by insurance companies. 
Even if it does and Medicaid isn’t ex¬ 
panded with heavy federal subsidies, 
the program will need more money. 

Soon after last summer’s ruling that 
upheld Obamacare but gave states the 
option of expanding Medicaid, state 
House GOP Leader Jeff Hoover was 
quick to reject expansion as too costly. 
Wi lli ams and Stivers did not follow his 
lead. 

Beshear has said Medicaid should 
expand if the Commonwealth can af¬ 
ford if to get more people into the 
health-care system and improve the 
state’s lousy health status. He told me 
after the press conference he expects 
to get cost estimates for expansion 
by the end of March. But he probably 
won’t propose expansion until he fixes 
the mess he created by delaying the 
start of managed care in order to avoid 
bad press before his November 2011 
re-election over Wi lli ams. That delay 
forced hasty implementation to achieve 


the promised savings. 

If Beshear - proposes to expand Med¬ 
icaid, which could be his biggest legacy 
as governor, that would be a big test for 
Stivers. He surely knows the great good 
it could do in his desperately poor dis¬ 
trict and region, but leads a Republican 
caucus that has reflexively opposed ex¬ 
panding government and its spending. 
Asked if he has an open mind on the is¬ 
sue, he told me, “I don’t have an open 
mind or a closed mind.” 

That verbal stretch illustrates the dif¬ 
ficulties ahead, not just Stivers’s cagey 
responses to questions. And as the Sen¬ 
ate’s top dog, he may have to be less 
wary because he will face more press¬ 
ing queries from reporters, requests 
from GOP senators and pleading from 
lobbyists than ever before. 

Amid all that, he and Beshear - must 
sail a leaky boat through rough waters. 
You have to wonder why Stivers wants 
the job.

Waterfowl 

Waterfowl seasons 
opened Thanksgiving Day, 
Nov. 22. The conditions 
are in place for a produc¬ 
tive waterfowl season; all 
that is needed is water. 

"We are still hurting for 
water across the state," 
said Rocky Pritchert, 
migratory bird program 
coordinator for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 
"The Ohio River is low, 
reservoirs are low, farm 
ponds are low. Conditions 
are pretty even through¬ 
out Kentucky." 

The drought that 
gripped a large chunk of 
Kentucky caused these 
low water conditions, but 
also provided a poten¬ 
tial feast for waterfowl if 
rains fall. 

"Areas that are normal¬ 
ly moist have grown up 
in abundant natural veg¬ 
etation from the drought," 
Pritchert explained. "If 
we get water, we will hold 
birds for a long time be¬ 
cause there is lots of food 
out there for them to eat. 
We should have a good 
opener for waterfowl sea¬ 
son." 

The recent fronts 
pushed ducks from the 
north into the traditional 
waterfowl areas in the 
Purchase Region and 
along the Ohio River. 

"Good numbers of 
ducks are showing up at 
Ballard Wildlife Man¬ 
agement Area (WMA) 
in western Kentucky," 
Pritchert said. "The resi¬ 
dent Canada goose popu¬ 
lation had a good repro¬ 
ductive year. We may see 
more geese to the south 
this year because of the 
lack of food from the 
drought in the northern 
tier states. Those states 
were more impacted by 
the drought, so we may 
see more goose migration 
from the north this sea¬ 
son. We hope to get a bet¬ 
ter push than the last two 
years." 

Mike Morton, area 
manager for Sloughs 
WMA in Flenderson and 
Union counties, said the 
area holds several thou¬ 
sand white-fronted geese, 
snow geese and Canada 
geese along with 3,000 
or so ducks. "It is fairly 
average for this time of 
year," he explained. "We 
have a few more snow 
geese than we usually 
do. White-fronted geese 
have made up the major¬ 
ity of goose numbers on 


the area in winter for the 
last four years. If we can 
get snow cover up north, 
it will really roll the geese 
out to us." 

Waterfowl hunters 
need to remember that 
both duck and goose sea¬ 
sons open statewide on 
the same day, Nov. 22 
this year, except in the 
Northeastern Goose Zone 
where Canada goose sea¬ 
son opens Jan. 1. Some 
wildlife management ar¬ 
eas may have different 
opening dates. 

Flunters may take only 
one brant this year as part 
of their five goose daily 
bag limit. Brant are rare 
in Kentucky. Flowever, 
hunters may take up to 
four scaup as part of the 
six duck daily bag limit, 
an increase of two scaup 
from last year. 

"Scaup numbers have 
recovered to the point to 


allow for additional har¬ 
vest," Pritchert explained. 
"Scaup are usually asso¬ 
ciated with larger bodies 
like Kentucky Lake and 
Lake Barkley." 

To get their duck lim¬ 
its, hunters may want to 
target farm ponds. Many 
ponds remain low from 
the drought, but rainfall 
will create an ideal hunt¬ 
ing situation. 

"The exposed hanks of 
those farm ponds are now 
grown up with a variety of 
emergent vegetation such 
as barnyard and panic 
grass and smart weed," 
Pritchert said. "If we get 
water on those plants, 
there is a potential to hold 
a lot of ducks." 

Duck, coot and mer¬ 
ganser season closes Nov. 
24, but opens again Dec. 
5 before closing on Jan. 
27,2013. Statewide goose 
seasons close Jan. 31, 


2013 with the exception 
of the snow goose con¬ 
servation order season. 
For more information on 
waterfowl season, pick up 
a copy of the 2012-2013 
Kentucky Hunting Guide 
for Waterfowl, available 
wherever hunting licenses 
are sold. You may request 
a copy by calling 1-800- 
858-1549 or view a print¬ 
able copy at the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife web¬ 
page at fw.ky.gov.

As described in Note 1, the Sheriff’s office prepares the financial statement in accordance with the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the accompanying financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the Gallatin County 
Sheriff’s taxes charged, credited, and paid for the period April 16, 2011 through April 16, 2012, in conformity with the modified cash 
basis of accounting. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated October 4,2011 on our consideration of the 
Sheriff’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control 
over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over 
financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing 
Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit. 

Based on the results of our audit, we present the accompanying comment and recommendation, included herein, which discusses the 
following report comment:

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Bad weather safety tips 
for holiday shoppers 


According to a survey 
by the magazine Con¬ 
sumer Reports, nearly 
193 million adults plan to 
join the crowds for holi¬ 
day shopping this year. In 
some areas of the country, 
holiday shopping means 
weathering the snow, ice 
and sleet on sidewalks, 
streets and parking lots to 
get to the stores. 

"Each year across the 
U.S. and Canada, major 
winter storms wreak hav¬ 
oc on the shopping plans 
of people preparing for 
the holidays," said Martin 
B. Tirado, CAE, Execu¬ 
tive Director, Snow & Ice 
Management Association. 
"Without vigilance, holi¬ 
day shoppers mn the risk 
of damaging their cars or 
trucks, or worse, risking 
injury to themselves or 
their loved ones." 

At the start of this 
holiday shopping season, 
the SIMA, the national 
nonprofit organization 
representing the snow re¬ 
moval industry, has some 
tips on safe holiday shop¬ 
ping during a snow or ice 
event. 

TIP #1: Check weather 
reports. Before venturing 
out to the local shopping 
center or mall, check the 
weather report. If it al¬ 
ready has started to sleet 
or snow, listen to the news 
to hear about your local 
road conditions before 
leaving your home. If the 
roads are hazardous, con¬ 
sider staying home. 

Tip #2: Snow removal 


may not begin immedi¬ 
ately. Severe storms or 
blizzards will often limit 
or slow snow removal 
efforts. Be prepared to 
trudge through an un¬ 
plowed parking lot or 
street with the proper foot¬ 
wear such as all-weather 
or snow boots with good 
traction and by layering 
your winter clothing with 
materials that repel mois¬ 
ture and wick away per¬ 
spiration. 

TIP #3: Understand 
the hazards of walking 
on snow or ice. Even in 
the most manicured shop¬ 
ping environments the 
snow often falls faster 
than the snow removal 
professionals can take it 
away. Therefore, side¬ 
walks, walkways, steps 
and parking lots around 
stores may not be com¬ 
pletely free of snow and 
ice. Keep vigilant when 
walking during or after a 
snow event. Be especially 
careful when transfer¬ 
ring your weight from 
the sidewalk to the curb, 
particularly when car¬ 
rying packages or small 
children. Extra weight in 
your arms can alter your 
center of gravity and lead 
to a higher probability of 
a fall. 

TIP #4: Carefully enter 
and exit parking lots. En¬ 
tering and exiting parking 
lot spaces create hazards 
even under normal weath¬ 
er conditions. But when 
the parking lot is covered 
in snow, it's even more 


dangerous. Piles of park¬ 
ing lot snow often create 
smaller parking spaces 
and barriers that are diffi¬ 
cult to see around. Watch 
for pedestrians and snow 
removal equipment when 
you are driving in a park¬ 
ing lot. When walking in 
a parking lot, watch for 
vehicles that may be out 
of control or drivers that 
don't see you. 

TIP #5: Avoid getting 
behind snow removal 
equipment. Good snow 
removal equipment has 
strong lights but even so, 
never get behind mov¬ 
ing snow removal equip¬ 
ment, especially if the 
truck is spreading salt or 
other materials designed 
to melt snow and ice. 

A few additional things 
to remember—parking 
decks can be hazard¬ 
ous because snow and 
ice can blow in through 
the sides and accumu¬ 
late. And although the 
snow and ice has been 
removed, you still need 
to watch for melted snow 
that refreezes to create 
ice. This may occur near 
roof overhangs, building 
drains, and in parking lot 
drainage areas. 

Following these tips 
will help ensure that you 
survive the 2012 holiday 
shopping season safely so 
you can celebrate the hol¬ 
idays with your friends 
and families.
